Mayor Gary Adams and Councilwoman Mary- 
Ann MacGillivray voted “no” while Mayor Pro Tern 
Clem Bartolai and Councilman George Maurer and 
Lee Cline voted “yes” to not placing the Passionist 
Monastery on the Cultural Heritage Landmark 
Register. 

If the measure had passed, the Passionists 
would not have been able to raze the building for 
six months, which, according to those marching to

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save the monastery, would have given everyone 
time to decide what to do with the building. 

The 60-year-old monastery was damaged in the 
1991 June 28 earthquake and plans had begun 
shortly thereafter to raze the building. A large group 
of residents pleaded with the order not to destroy 
the building because of its historical significance 


and its beauty. 

Bartolai said he made his decision based on one 
fact: “How would 1 feel if someone discussed what 
to do with my home? They (the Passionists) 
didn’t ask for input and they have the perfect right 
to do what they wish with their building. It’s 
a private property issue.” 


Cline said he wished there were more “griev¬ 
ing time” but he also recognized legal problems. 

MacGillivray explained that since the meeting 
in July when the council first denied its being plac¬ 
ed on the register, “there has been tremendous 
public concern; however, faced with legality...”

Ballot measures reviewed for Nov. 3 election 


Because Mayor Gary Adams will outline afl the 
ballot measures at Wednesday afternoon’s Woman’s 
Club meeting. The News will be unable to include his 
remarks in this week’s edition. However, The News 
is using the League of Women Voters’ general synopsis 
as a guide for its readers. 

Proposition 155 is the School Facilities Bond 
Act which would include selling $900 million in general 
obligation bonds to build new schools and rejuvenate 
existing ones. 

Proponents believe that increased yearly enroll¬ 
ments will require new school buildings which must 
be built with state funds almost exclusively. Over half 
the buildings are over 39 years old and perhaps school 
construction will boost the economies. 

The money would be spent to buy land, con¬ 
struct new schools, repair existing schools, eliminate 
hazardous asbestos, acquire portable classrooms and 
install air conditioning systems for year-around schools. 

Opponents believe that the current economic 
problems indicate that this is a poor time to issue 
bonds. About the top 40 percent of the state budget 
goes automatically to public school education. Public 
schools are not doing as good a job as private schools, 
opponents say. 

Proposition 156 would authorize the state to 
sell $1 billion in general obligation bonds to finance 
rail service, including intercity rail, commuter rail 
and urban rail transit and for capital improvements 
that directly support rail transportations. Urban 
transit projects, commuter rail projects and intercity 
rail service would be funded in accordance with the 
State Transportation Improvement Plan. 

Supporters believe that the proposition would 
help revive California’s economy and provide jobs. 
They also believe that the better rail systems would 
increase the percentage of people using rail and, there¬ 
fore, traffic congestion would be reduced. 

Opponents say that rail transit is so expensive 
to build and that money would be more effectively 
spent on bus service, carpool lanes, ridesharing and 
bicycle and pedestrian facilities to reduce pollution 
and traffic congestion. 

Supporters of Proposition 157, Toll Highways 
Termination of Tolls, believe that once a toll road or 
highway is returned to the state, it should be treated 
like all other highways owned by the state. 

They feel that we already pay gas taxes to build 
and maintain our streets and highways and that col¬ 
lecting tolls is double taxation. 

Opponents believe that highway users are already 


heavily subsidized for the costs of building, operat¬ 
ing and maintaining highways. They feel that we 
should not lock into the state constitution a restric¬ 
tion that will prevent the state from passing on the 
costs of maintaining highways which benefit only a 
privileged few. 

If Proposition 158 were to pass, the name of 
the Legislative Analyst’s Office (LAO) would be 
changed to the Office of the California Analyst and 
would give it constitutional status. The office could 
make recommendations on the state budget, revenues 
and expenditures of the state and advise the legislature. 

Opponents say that the move would leave more 
money for incumbents to lavish on themselves and 
that there is enough money in the legislature’s budget 
if the incumbents would cut out perquisites such as 
luxury cars and office remodeling. 

Proposition 159 asks if the Office of the Audi¬ 
tor General should be established in the state con¬ 
stitution. Supporters believe that the Auditor Gen¬ 
eral promotes good government by uncovering fraud 
and waste and improving state operations. 

Opponents say that legislators want voters to be¬ 
lieve that if Proposition 159 passes, the Auditor Gen¬ 
eral’s Office would be closed. They say, “Don’t be 
fooled by these scare tactics.” 

Proposition 160, Property Tax Exemption, 
would permit the legislature to expand the veteran’s 
property tax exemption to include the homes of sur¬ 
viving spouses (who have not remarried) of those who 
died in service-related causes while on active military 
duty. 

Supporters say there should be no distinction 
between benefits granted to surviving spouses of dis¬ 
abled veterans and to the surviving spouses of those 
who have died on active duty. 

Opponents believe that cities, counties would 
be hit by the loss of local property tax revenues when 
they are experiencing financial crises. ' 

Proposition 161, Physician Assisted Death 
Terminal Condition, is probably the most controver¬ 
sial of all propositions this year. 

Existing law does not allow competent adults to 
authorize physician-assisted death or aid in dying that 
cause the death of a terminally ill patient. However, 
California law does recognize the right of competent 
adults to refuse medical treatments. They may instruct 
their physicians in writing, through the Durable 
Power of Attorney for Health Care and the Califor¬ 
nia Natural Death Act, to withhold or withdraw any 
life-sustaining treatment. 


The proposal would permit a mentally competent 
adult to sign a written request authorizing a physician 
to provide “aid-in-dying” after a terminal illness has 
been diagnosed. Diagnosis of a “terminal condition” 
must be certified by two physicians determining that 
death probably will occur in six months or less. Two 
disinterested witnesses must be present at the patient’s 
voluntary signing of the request. The patient could 
revoke this request at any time. 

Supporters say “aid-in-dying” laws must protect 
patients from abuse and coercion and that the measure 
would ensure that the written instructions are revoc¬ 
able and legal. The death would not constitute a 
suicide, thus, survivors would be protected with in¬ 
surance benefits. 

Opponents believe that there is always an element 
of uncertainty in medical diagnosis and prognosis. 
The measure lacks adequate and effective safeguards, 
such as counseling about alternatives, family notifi¬ 
cation, a waiting period and witnesses present at the 
time of death. 

The News interviewed Dr. Vincent Fortenasce, 
at his suggestion, who is very opposed to the measure. 
That interview appears elsewhere in The News. 

Proposition 162, Public Employees’ Retirement 
System, asks that the state constitution be amended 
to increase the authority of public retirement boards 
to control the administration of pension funds and 
the composition of their boards. The proposal would 
make three changes in constitutional provisions re¬ 
lating to public retirement systems: each system would 
have complete authority of administration; each 
board would give highest priority to providing bene¬ 
fits to members; the legislature could not change 
terms and conditions of board membership on those 
boards that have elected employee members without 
a majority approval by citizen voters in the board 
jurisdiction. 

Supporters say that elected officials have “raided” 
the pension trust funds to finance other government 
needs rather than holding them in reserve for “lean 
years.” They feel the officials have set lower employer 
contributions through control of the actuarial ser¬ 
vices. 

Opponents say that removing the actuarial func¬ 
tion from the executive branch in the retirement sys¬ 
tems would remove all independent oversight from 
the largest fund in the government. 

As part of the 1991 state budget, sales and use 
taxes were imposed on snack foods, candy and bot-

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Safety tips for 
a safe Halloween 

For children, Halloween is a night 
of fun and adventure, but for parents it 
can be a time of dread. 

To keep this traditionally fun-filled 
night from becoming tragic, the Greater 
Los Angeles Chapter National Safety 
Council offers these tips on how to take 
the hazard out of Halloween.: 

- Children’s costumes should be 
large enough so that warm cloth¬ 
ing can be worn underneath, yet 
short enough so that they don’t 
cause tripping. Shoes that make 
walking cUfficult should be avoided. 

- To enhance visibility, children 
should wear costumes that are 
light in color and are covered 
with reflective tape. 

- In the event that they get lost, young¬ 

er children should have their name, 
address and phone number at¬ 
tached to one of the sleeves, under 
their costume. 

- Since masks can block children’s 

view of traffic, it is better to have 
them disguise their faces with non¬ 
toxic makeup. If they do wear 
masks, instruct them to remove 
them before they cross the street. 

- Teach children the rules of pedes¬ 

trian safety - to walk on sidewalks 
and not in the streets, to stop at 
the curb or corner and look left, 
right and then left again before 
crossing the street. 

- Caution children not to eat any 
treat before it can be brought 
home to you for inspection. To 
curb their appetites, give them a 
snack before they start out. When 
they return, sort through their 
treats and throw away anything 
that looks questionable. 

- Make sure your children travel to 

familiar neighborhoods and that 
they follow a designated travel 
route with a definite return time. 
Give them coins to call home if 
any problems arise. 

- Have your children travel in a 
group, if possible, and keep them 
from trick-or-treating after dark.

On the stove was a huge 
skillet of slices of salt pork, sizzling in their own 
grease. Close by was a pot of red beans, bubbling 
and giving off a most tantalizing aroma. Next 
to the hot stovepipe was a loaf of sourdough 
bread, swelled beyond the dimensions of the tin 
container. Standing guard over all was a sooty 
coffee pot, no doubt a veteran of many desert 
campfires. 

Herman placed the food on the wooden 
table, covered with old linoleum, and we pulled 
up wooden benches to sit on. The salt pork was 
crisp and tasty; the beans, cooked to perfection 
and loaded with chili peppers, were delicious. 
And the hot, crusty bread, torn into chunks and 
dunked in the bean soup, was beyond reproach. 
For a salad, we had the prospector’s special, 
canned tomatoes. For dessert, another standby, 
canned peaches. This hearty repast was washed 
down with mugs of hot coffee, which Herman 
described as “having strength.” This was an 
understatement, but with canned cream and 
sugar it made a worthy part of the meal. 

Lucullus, dressed in beautiful robes, loung¬ 
ing on his couch surrounded by dancing girls, 
and eating the exotic foods of ancient Rome, 
never had it so good. Had his shade walked in¬ 
to the room it would have been jealous.

Answer: You should wait until your dog is 
six months of age for the ovariohysterectomy 
(OVHT) (spay) because the liver is 
metabolically more capable of metabolizing 
the anesthetic drugs.

Letters from home 


A genuine Halloween needs atmosphere. 
Probably no place supplied that better than a 
midwest village with its harvest moon shining on 
honest-to-goodness shocks of corn, fields of 
“punkins,” rail fences and “goblins that getcha 
of you don’t watch out.’’ There was one other 
feature vanished from the scene. 

“Trick-or-treat” was fine for little kids, but 
the anticipated activity for the ornery age was 
reshaping the skyline by dumping ubiquitous 
outdoor privies. It was simply part of the autumn 
festival - an annual turnover of the little build¬ 
ings at the end of the paths. 

Because it took effort to set things straight, 
and because without foresight and planning, 
there could be inconvenience, some village coun¬ 
cils did announce that such misbehavior was a 
punishable offense. But since small towns had 
large families, it was difficult to find folks to 
sign complaints. “Where were your kids last 
night?” 

Individual efforts to prevent the “hoodlum 
activity” took creative turns, but were normal¬ 
ly doomed to failure. 

Old Otto Schmidt, a perennial victim, ran 
an ad in the weekly paper noting that anyone at¬ 
tempting to dump his outhouse on Halloween 
would be “prosecuted to the full extent of the 
law,” and he had Big Bernie, the town marshal, 
set to cruise the area with his pickup. 

So he and his were upset the night before 
All Saints’ Eve, and because of the ad, towns¬ 


folk were mostly laughing on the kids’ side. 

Army Feathers, loaded his shotgun with shells 
filled with rock salt and stationed himself inside 
his little fortress, only to have a muscular troop 
sneak silently from the back side. The attack 
from the rear pushed the thing over on the door, 
thus imprisoning him, artillery and all. He had 
to seek help by yelling, “Fire, fire!” and earned 
a new nickname. 

Amos Nehigh, town builder, discouraged 
the “funning.” He built a solid brick Chic 
Sales with concrete footings. After several un¬ 
successful attempts, the kids moved to easier 
pushovers. 

The only near tragedy we ever had was when 
the preacher’s kids put a “tic toe” on the frame 
dwelling of Emma and Emmet Bruce. When the 
septegenarians came out in their nightclothes 
to investigate, armed with broom and mop, they 
skirted around the house in opposite directions. 
When they got to the second turn, Emma “cold 
cocked” Emmet with her mop. There was no 
lasting damage, but as far as I know the tic toe 
did not become part of the celebration. 

But, like I said, it was progress, namely 
sewer and water systems that changed the land¬ 
scape and Halloween. Oh yes, we still have corn¬ 
fields, booty owls and howling dogs - and 'mis¬ 
chief - but the hallmark of the holiday is gone. 
But Kate Smith stirs a lot of fond memories with 
that “Harvest Moon” song.

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Charm of antebellum homes lure travelers to the South 


The lovely antebellum 
homes of the Deep South, 
both on plantations and in 
towns, are magnificent 
affairs, reminiscent of the 
smaller royal abodes of 
Europe. 

In Natchez, Mississippi, 
we stayed at one of the 
historic homes and our 
host regaled us with some 
of the penalties the “Fed- 
erals” still impose on 
southern states. In a num¬ 
ber of ways, he felt, Miss¬ 
issippi is still fettered by 
special laws and Federal 
supervision that states like 
California, which did not 
participate in the Civil 
War, do not endure, or 
appreciate. 

He told us how his 
beautiful home, “The 
Burn” had once been 
“misused” by Federal 
troops as a stable and, 
later as a hospital for 
Union wounded. 

He directed us to the 
highlights of Natchez and 
we toured a half dozen or 
more of the regal antebel¬ 
lum homes in the city. 
Then one evening we sam¬ 
pled another side of Natch¬ 
ez, dining at the Cock of 


the Walk, where Mississ¬ 
ippi River boatmen had 
reveled and fought in the 
most notorious area of 
old Natchez. The fare 
was typical Deep South, 
with Strawberry Juleps, 
Mighty Muddies, Pots-O- 
Green and catfish in var¬ 
ious guises. Like grits, 
we agreed that catfish, in 
any guise, is still catfish. 
The owner, however, has 
ambitions, including a na¬ 
tionwide catfish chain, 
akin to the Colonel and 
his Kentucky fare. 

A day tour took us to 
the state capital of Jack- 
son, with more historic 
structures, and Vicksburg, 
where 16,000 graves mark 
the fallen Confederate and 
Union soldiers, complete 
with names of regiments 
and their positions dur¬ 
ing the great battle. 

The rolling hills and re¬ 
mains of trenches and 
earthworks seemed to echo 
with the courageous charges 
of these brave Americans, 
the determined Federal 
attackers and the loyal 
Rebels, desperately de¬ 
fending a doomed way of 
life which still pervades 



the atmosphere of the 
South. 

Along the way we viewed 
remnants of the Natchez 
Trace. This historic 400- 
mile trail was traversed 
first by Indians, then pio¬ 
neer settlers, colonial 
troops and traders. 

We also visited Emerald 
Mound, an ancient Indian 
ceremonial site and, on 
our last day, paid our re¬ 
spects to several more im¬ 


posing plantation homes 
in the Mississippi Valley, 
including Rosedown, with 
it extensive gardens pat¬ 
terned after those of Ver¬ 
sailles, built in 1835, near 
St. Francisville, Louisiana; 
Destrehan Plantation, 
built in 1787, and Glen¬ 
coe, which offers over¬ 
night accomodations. 

Originally built in 1870, 
Glencoe burned in 1898 
and was reconstructed in 


1903. It has been cited 
as the finest example of 
Queen Anne Victorian 
Gothic architecture (what¬ 
ever that is) in the South. 
It was lovely. 

The ghosts of Past Glory 
abound in the Deep South. 
Both Southern Hospital¬ 
ity and the Glorious Past 
can still be savored here 
as, perhaps nowhere else 
in America.

I just saw the movie “A 
River Runs Through It,”

Adams cautioned the audience not to look at 
the decision as a “win or lose. We all lose. Once 
the decision is made, there will be no boistrous ap¬ 
plause from either side.” 

Some of those who spoke to save the monastery 
said things such as Phyllis Chapman who stated, 
“In no way can I accept the destruction of this 
beautiful building...! will lie down in the path of the 
bulldozers. People think I am kidding. I am not. 
Many will join me. Sierra Madre city jail may face 
a problem of overpopulation.” 

Don Murphy, chairman of the Cultural Heri¬ 
tage Commission, said, “There is no legal issue. 
There is no infringement on rights. They said at one 
time that if given $10 million they wouldn’t spend 
it to rebuild the monastery.” 

Judy Webb-Martin said, “All we’re asking for 
is time” and John Van Nest cautioned the commun¬ 
ity that “once it is demolished it cannot be brought 
back.” 

Dr. Albert Metzger asked, “How many build¬ 
ings like this are there in this country? Where can 
you see them in this country?” 

Gloria McCord said, ”I don’t think in the 12th 
century they would have torn down an 11th century 
building. If we don’t keep our history and culture, 
were never going to be a Europe.” 

However, attorney John Woodward, speaking

for the monastery, put all words in perspective when 
he said, “This meeting is not in order. Neverthe¬ 
less, we’ll deal with it and we must. What are the 
new lacts and circumstances? There are none. We’re 
basically dealing with a highly charged, emotional 
issue. You asked us to listen for 30 days. We did 
We did more than that. We’ve signed a contract 
for any damage caused (in case anyone is injured 
while near the monastery)...It is impractical to re¬ 
store it.” 

Father Clemente Barron, Passionist superior, 
explained, “We are talking about time, time to estab¬ 
lish ourselves...We have tried to be good neighbors. 
Our intention is to build a place for our men, a 
home.” 

David Blakeslee talked about his deciding that 
his older home would not be on the Historic 
Landmark Register “becau.se it is my house. 1 chose 
to have maximum control over my home.” 


Joe Feeney explained that for the last three 
years, members of his engineering company have 
been working with the Passionist priests, studying 
retrofitting, giving them estimates...! will put my 
reputation on the line that the building is not safe.” 

Bud Kelly explained that seven investigations 
of the building were made to determine 
what structural plans were required and after the last 
earthquake it was recommended that the building 
be closed. 

Mary Lou Butler said that the building is a 
‘damaged, dangerous building, unattractive, un¬ 
safe.” She continued that the retreatants have to be 
informed to stay away from the building and that 
some retreatants ask if it is safe to have retreats in 
the building. 

Father Arthur Carillo, director of the Passion¬ 
ist retreat center, explained that it is their intention 
to raze the monastery since it is “a continuing 
hazard to the citizens of Sierra Madre.”

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Talk about politicians? How about these... 


By Harry Martin 

Once more we are bogged down in that 
quandrennial quagmire euphemistically called a 
presidential campaign. Many millions of 
dollars are being expended, along with an 
undertermined amount of pompous rhetoric 
and enough hot air to fill a billion balloons. 
What is worse, personalities are more impor¬ 
tant than issues, and past life rates higher than 
political acumen. Perhaps it is well to look at a 
long ago period of American history and com¬ 
pare the men who made that history when the 
country was new. 

My favorite period of American history is 
that span of years between 1787 and 1860. In 
those few decades the country was formed and 
then torn apart, and the special times brought 
forth special people. The nation had scarcely 
settled down from its stormy beginning until 
there was talk of secession. It started in 1820. 

By modern standards, some of our 
forefathers were not all that pure, personally 
speaking. Jefferson was said to have had 
several children by a slavewoman. Franklin, 
who should know, wrote what amounted to a 
treatise on the care and feeding of mistresses. 
Hamilton paid blackmail to a married woman 
for years, later admitting publicly his guilt. 
Even Washington was accused, rightly or 
wrongly, of paying undue attention to a Mrs. 
Conway, wife of an army officer. It is ironic 


that the two Adams, father and son, were 
denied second terms because they were “too 
pious.” John Quincy’s famous line, “...The 
magistrate is the servant, not of his own desires, 
or even the peoples’ but of his God.” Heady 
stuff, but it didn’t mix with party dueling. 

In the early years of the nation the cruel 
custom of dueling was perfectly legal. It was 
leagalized murder, but murder nonetheless. 
There was no particular cloud on the killer. 
Aaron Burr killed Alexander Hamilton and 
went on to become Vice-President of the United 
States. Andrew Jackson killed a man in cold 
blood, had the slug removed from the victim’s 
body and kept it on his desk as a reminder of the 
man who had slandered his wife. Jackson was 
noted for his tough manner and domineering tac¬ 
tics. He once threatened to “hang from the high¬ 
est tree” two Southern senators who told him 
that “nullification” was in the air. A friend ask¬ 
ed Senator Thomas Hart Benton of Missouri if 
Jackson really meant what he had said. 
Benton’s reply, “When Andrew Jackson talks 
of hanging, you had better start looking for the 
ropes.” The flamboyant senator from Missouri 
was no shrinking violet. He killed several men 
in duels, one, the U.S. District Attorney in St. 
Louis. Jackson’s reputation for toughness was 
widespread. There was a story to the effect that 
a Sunday School teacher in New England once 
asked her class, “Who killed Abel?.” A little. 


squeaky voice replied, “Andrew Jackson.” 

Jackson’s successor, Martin Van Buren, 
was of different stuff. He was totally unable to 
ever make a definitive statement. A friend once 
made a bet that he could get Van Buren to make 
a positive assertion, and at the first opportunity 
asked the President, “Do you believe the sun 
rises in the East?” “I’ve heard is said,” was the 
reply. The word “Vanburenism” became a 
synonym for waffling and evasion. Rough old 
Sam Houston of Texas had an explantion for 
Van Buren’s indecisiveness. “Old Van drinks 
too much water.” Sam Houston never had that 
problem. 

Zachary Taylor,” Old Rough and Ready,” 
made every attempt to make it plain that he was 
one of the common folk. When a friend first 
broached the idea that he run for the presiden¬ 
cy, he snorted, “Stop talking nonsense and 
drink your whiskey.” He distained fine clothes, 
even uniforms, and was sometimes mistaken 
for an ill dressed workman. One of his aides 
said “he looked like a farmer going to town to 
sell eggs.” Another said, “He wears an old, 
green cap, a dusty green coat and a pair of 
frightful trousers, and on his horse he looks like 
a toad.” Zachary Taylor was no fashionplate. 

James Buchanan had the unhappy ex¬ 
perience of presiding over the final dissolution 
of the Union. He was a highly-educated lawyer. 


witty, urbane and convinced that he could hold 
the nation together. But it was an idle dream. 
Things had gone too far and there were no 
Daniel Websters or Henry Clays, whose elo¬ 
quence had staved off the inevitable while they 
were alive. He was, among other things, an 
alcoholic. One of his first messages after enter¬ 
ing the White House was a note to the liquor 
store that took care of the official needs of the 
administration and the note said, “Please do 
not send the champagne in pint bottles as we 
find them inconvenient for our needs.” He oc¬ 
casionally went to church and on the way back 
to the White House, the driver would go past 
Buchanan’s favorite distillery, and he would 
pick up a 10-gallon keg of whiskey. His drink¬ 
ing was legendary, but even his enemies ad¬ 
mired his ability never to show it. 

This is a very small and incomplete sketch 
of some of those men who made history in a 
most difficult time. Among them were killers, 
philanderers and hard drinkers, but they were 
products of their times and perhaps were what 
the difficult times needed. Whatever their 
deeds, they made their impression on the na¬ 
tion. Most of them were rough, tough politi¬ 
cians, and perhaps were what was needed. They 
were in a stark contrast to the pallid imitations 
of the so-called statesmen of today. 

And it could ju.st be that the present can¬ 
didates have been “drinking too much water.” 


Local doctor speaks out 
against Prop. 161 


“The bill is flawed and has loopholes,” said Dr. 
Vincent Fortanasce, concerning Proposition 161, the 
right to die proposition on next Tuesday’s ballot. 

Fortana.sce, who is chairman of the ethics com¬ 
mittees at Santa Teresita Hospital and Methodist 
Hospital of Southern California, as well as being a 
member of the Los Angeles County Medical Ethics 
Committee, is a board certified neurologist and psy¬ 
chiatrist. He is also a clinical professor of neurology 
at the University of Southern California. 

‘“Qualified for Termination’ were the words 
used by George Orwell in his 1949 book, ‘1984,’ a 
satire on a dictator imposing a tyranic unity on society 
where the importance of life is lost. ‘Qualified for 
Icrmlnation’ referred to the concept of euthanasia, 
voluntary killing of humans. Little did George Or¬ 
well realize he was only eight years off. In 1992 we 
have the Death with Dignity Propo.sition 161 that 
will legalize killing not by a dictator but by doctors,” 
Fortanasce told The News this week. 

On a personal note, he discussed his daughter’s 
brush with death. Kaycee suffered from Reyes Syn¬ 
drome at the age of 4. She was rushed to Children’s 
Hospital and had respiratory arrest on the way over. 
“1 revived her, and when we got there, we were told 
by the doctors that she was brain dead. Would we 
agree to removing all life supports? They did not know 
that 1 was a neurologist and had already started treat¬ 
ment for Reyes Syndrome. Now, at the age of 16, she 
has been two-time national karate champion and was 
in this year’s La Salle School’s Tennis Tournament, 
which, by the way, was undefeated. Doctors are 
human. We cannot predict the future.” 

Fortanasce pointed out that health care profes¬ 
sions have many serious concerns with Proposition 
161. “This proposition contains no definition of ‘an 
adult.’ Therefore, by current California law, 18- 
year-olds, and possibly as young as 14 years, can make 
the decision to terminate their lives without parental 
permission or prior notification.” 

He said that there are no requirements in the 
proposition to notify the family or loved ones. “An 
18-year-old can terminate his/her life without parental 
knowledge. Suicide is the second leading cause of 
death for teenagers and young adults.” 

Fortanasce explained that the proposition con¬ 
tains no safeguards against misdiagnosis. “It does 
not require the physician to give counsel such as, ‘Yes, 
you have a terminal illness but it is curable, or you may 
live with treatment 10 years or longer.’ The propo¬ 
sition also does not protect those who may be very 
depressed since there is no requirement for psychiatric 
consultation.” 

He continued, “Because it has no residency re¬ 
quirements and the already overburdened California 
health care system must pay for it, California would

probably be the place where everyone would come to 
be euthanized. There is no waiting period which would 
give patients time to reassess their decisions. A patient 
can request death twice in one day and be terminated 
that same day.” 

A few of the groups opposing Proposition 161 
are National and California Hospice Society, Amer¬ 
ican Academy of Pain Management, California As¬ 
sociation of Hospitals and Health Systems, Califor¬ 
nia Commission on Aging, California Medical Asso¬ 
ciation, California Nurses Association, Gay and Bi¬ 
sexual Living Network, Los Angeles County Medical 
Association, as well as many more, too numerous to 
mention. 

“One of the strongest weaknesses is the lack of 
witnes.ses when a patient requests twice for aid in dy¬ 
ing, not when the lethal dose is administered. Another 
loop is that if the measure passes, it would take two- 
thirds vote in both houses to reverse it, and, you know , 
that is almost impossible,” Fortanasce said. 

In polls at both Santa Teresita and Methodist 
Hospitals, 72 percent of physicians were against euthan¬ 
asia as a concept and 28 percent were for it. When 
the bill was outlined for them, 1(X) percent of the 28 
percent had changed their minds. 

“Physicians, hospice and many other organiza¬ 
tions are there to help you. All suffering can be treated 
for pain, except the one from the heart and soul. That 
takes human love and attention, not a lethal injec¬ 
tion,” Fortanasce concluded. 


Your vote counts 


There is, perhaps, no act that a citizen can 
perform in a democracy that is more important - 
and more basic - than voting. The following 
examples of close election results demonstrate 
the significance of an individual vote: 

- In 1884, the equivalent of less than one 
vote per precinct in New York State would have 
elected Republican James G. Blaine president 
over Democrat Grover Cleveland. 

- In 1916, Woodrow Wilson was re-elected 
by carrying one state (California) by less than 
one percent of the vote. 

- In 1960, a shift of the equivalent of one 
vote in every precinct in Illinois would have given 
Richard Nixon an additional 26 electoral votes, 
resulting in his defeat of John Kennedy. 

Registration is the first step. 

The upcoming presidential election is an op¬ 
portunity for voters to make their voices heard. 
However, the first step is registering. To encour- 


age registration, companies such as KinderCare 
Learning Centers, Inc., the nation’s largest child 
care company, have formed a “partnership” 
with the League of Women Voters.

Leukemia survivor thankful 
to be alive three years later 


f'dith Olah thanks God every day that she is alive. 
After having suffered from a nearly fatal bout with 
Acute Myloplastic Leukemia, one of the most severe 
of the “leukemias,” she is still alive. And her life is 
really a miracle. 

In mid-July 1989, she had a sore throat and ter¬ 
rible headache. Was it an extreme case of the flu? 
She saw a doctor three times during that week, and 
by the end of that time was so weak she could hardly 
walk. She also noticed that her armpits had darkened. 

Doctors gave her an Epstein-Barre test, which is 
another blood-related disease. Epstein-Barre is often 
called “chronic fatigue syndrome.” 

Doctors told Olah’s son to buy her some aspirin 
to get her fever down and shortly after she finished 
taking the aspirin, the doctor’s office called to tell her 
that “no matter what, do not take aspirin.” 

She said she suffered through that weekend and 
on Monday, her husband insisted on going back to 
the doctor because by now they both knew that some¬ 
thing was seriously wrong. 

From the doctor’s office she went directly to 
Huntington Hospital in a wheelchair. 

At this low point, the doctors told her husband 
that she had leukemia and they did not know if she 
would survive chemotherapy. They said that she 
already had a blood infection. 

“I was .septic,” she explained. “I didn’t know 
what was happening most of the time. 1 thought 1 
was dying. I kept drifting in and out. I said things 
1 never would have said normally,” she said. 

Olah was in the hospital for a month and was 
given intravenous induction chemotherapy for five 
days. Then, because of all the medicines, her kidneys 
began to fail and she had much allergic reaction to 
the medication. 

However, after another month she came home 
after they had diagnosed her illness: Acute Myloplas¬ 
tic Leukemia. 

In October, they gave her another consolidation 
chemotherapy, three days and nights. She lost all of 
her hair again and was extremely weak. 

“My husband made me walk every day so that 
after a month I could actually walk a block.” Olah 
remembers. 

Then, in January 1990, she had her third chemo¬ 
therapy and City of Hope had accepted her. “They 
were preparing me to remove my bone marrow, radiate 
it and feed it back to me. 1 could not do it because 
my nervous system was affected. They had to stop 
after the eighth bottle of chemotherapy. By then my 
speech and walking were affected. 1 couldn’t talk, 

couldn’t walk....” 

There was another month in City of Hope in 
which her speech returned and, because ot physical 
therapy, she learned to walk. 

“From walker to cane...and now 1 can run, 
Olah reported, emotionally. 

On Good Friday of 1990, “they pierced me and 
took my bone marrow and froze it. It will be frozen 
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Edith Olah 


for four years. They are keeping it in storage because 
by then 1 had hepititis and could no longer go along 
with that treatment. 

“In the meantime, my liver enzymes have corrected 
themselves as of last month. 1 have been in remission 
for three years,” she announced, proudly. 

“I am 48 years old. I am so happy to be 48. I 
was 45 when this happened and 1 never thought I’d 
see another birthday. I'hat’s why 1 am so against 
Proposition 161. I want to give everyone hope. Never 
give up,” she exclaimed. 

She has appeared on Channel 11 news, on Chan¬ 
nel 4, and has been interviewed by the L.A. Times. 

She extends a hand to her family for their help; 
Stephen, her husband; daughter Gabriella, sons Mar¬ 
tin and Gregory, daughter Stephanie. Stephanie re¬ 
cently won in an essay contest for her essay, opposing 
Proposition 161. 

“They were all so good to me. plus the whole St. 
Rita’s family. 1 hey gave bUxvd for me. They brought 
meals; they did everything for me. They babysat me 
when my family had to go out.” 

Olah concluded, “I have been cured for three 
precious years. If it reverses, it will still have been 
worth every moment. I’m so grateful.”

Supporters believe an elected executive would be 
accountable to the voters, whereas, an appointed ad¬ 
ministrative officer is now accountable only to super¬ 
visors. 

Opponents say this is just another attempt to in¬ 
crease the size of county government by adding more 
bureaucrats. 

Proposition C would amend the county charter 
to increase the membership of the Board of Super¬ 
visors from five to nine members and add new boun¬ 
daries for the supervisorial districts. A majority vote 
on both Proposition B and Proposition C is required 
for Proposition C to become effective. 

Los Angeles County is divided into five supervisorial 
districts with 1.8 million people. The Board oversees 
a budget of $ 12 billion and has 89,000 employees or¬ 
ganized into 34 departments. 

Supporters believe that the County government 
would be more responsive and more effective with 
smaller districts. Costs would be contained by the pro¬ 
vision in Proposition B that the budget of the County 
Executive, the Department of the Board of Super¬ 
visors and the Department of Finance combined would 
not be larger than the present budgets. 

Opponents say that increasing the number of 
Supervisors would not result in better government 
but only add more employees. They say that more 
Supervisors means more waste, more cost and bureaucracy.

5.25 percent in 1993, by eliminating sales tax on snack 
hxid, candy, bottled water, newspapers and maga¬ 
zines, and by extending renters’ tax relief credit to ail 
taxpayers, not just to lower- and middle-income people. 

Fax increases would be made by raising state tax 
rates for top personal income taxpayers, increasing 
income tax rates for corporations and premium tax 
rates for insurance companies, changing tax rules re¬ 
lating to oil and gas production and imposing a new 
oil severance tax, increasing the tax liability of banks 
and corporations doing business in and out of Cali¬ 
fornia and providing for reappraisal of most business- 
owned real property when there has been a change in 
ownership interests. 

Opponents say these tax increases would stifle 
California’s economy and accelerate the relocation and 
expansion of businesses outside of California. They 
believe the increased taxes would cause businesses to 
pass on higher prices to consumers, especially hurting 
middle- and lower-income families. 

In the county propositions. Proposition A would 
establish a Los Angeles County Regional Park and 
Open Space district, form an assessment district and 
authorize the County Board of Supervisors to levy an 
assessment of real property for a period of 22 years. 

Supporters believe the measure will provide a wide 
range of programs and facilities that can benefit every¬ 
one in Los Angeles County. 

Opponents believe this is an attempt to pass a 
bond measure by a simple majority vote and bypass 
the provisions of Proposition 13 which require a two- 
thirds vote to tax increases. 

The proposition specifically provides $203.15 
million to the county for acquisition, improvement 
or rehabilitation of real property at regional beaches, 
recreational facilities and natural lands. It further 
provides $279.85 million for cities for acquistion, 
improvement or rehabilitation of real property. It 
also provides $40 million for the Santa Monica Moun¬ 
tain Conservancy and $17 million for the Museum 
of Science of Industry in Exposition Park. 

Proposition B, Establishment of County Execu¬ 
tive, amends the county charter. It separates both 
the legislative and executive powers now given to the 


biidgelarv puKe-.s lo give the governor more control 
(Her puhlK spending and would reduce existing wel- 
laie benelils It would save about $1.4 billion an 
niialiv, 90 percent wich would come from grant re 
duetions lo \id lo families wiih Dependent Children 
( \l IK ).

Opponents say that the budget for the entire 
State ol C alilornia could be decided by one individual 
the governor - who would have no incentive to nego¬ 
tiate or compromise. They say that AFDC cuts hurt 
those least able to help themselves: children whose 
parents arc unable to work or find work or those 
whose earnings are inadequate to meet their basic 
needs. 

Proposition 166 asks if employers should be 
required to provide basic health care coverage for 
most employees and their dependents. Currently, 
the Employee Retirement Income Security Act (ERISA) 
of 1974, prohibits stales from requiring employers 
to provide health care insurance. The proposal, an 
initiative, is sponsored by the California Medical As¬ 
sociation, and would require every employer to pay 
at least 75 percent of the premium for each employee 
and depeiulenis. The basic package must include 
hospital care for at least 45 days per year, outpatient 
medical and surgical services including at least 20 
ciffiee or home visits, emergency care, complete preg- 
iiaiiey care, child preventive care, limited mental 
health serv ices, prescription drugs and a lifetime policy 
limit of at least $500,0(X). 

Opponents say it is not a real health care reform 
because it does not ensure that all Californians have 
access lo affordable care or include financing based 
on the ability to pay. They believe that the California 
economy will he hurt; small businesses may be forced 
to close, relocate outside the slate, or reduce the num¬ 
ber of employees or their hours of work. 

Proposition 167 concerns state taxes and whether 
or not ihev should be increased on corporations, 
banks, insurance companies, oil producers and tax¬ 
payers at the top income levels. Fax cuts would be 
made by reducing the state sales tax Irom 6 percent to

lied water. Proposition 163 would reduce annual 
revenues from sales and use taxes by about $330 mil¬ 
lion for the stale and $120 million for local govern¬ 
ments. It would establish a constitutional prohibi¬ 
tion against sales and use taxation of food products 
by stale and local governments. 

Supporters believe such food products and bot¬ 
tled water should not be taxed and that sales tax places 
the greatest burden on those who cannot afford such 
taxes. 

Opponents believe that revenues that would be 
lost wiHild add to the state’s difficult fiscal condi¬ 
tion. 1 hey say that tax laws should be set by statute, 
not by amendments to the constitution. 

Proposition 164 deals with the possibility of 
limiting the number of terms for stale senators and 
representatives from California in the U.S. Congress. 
Fhe proposal would limit terms of California mem¬ 
bers of the House of Representatives to six years out 
of the prev ious 11 years. It would limit terms of Cal¬ 
ifornia members of the U.S. Senate to 12 years out 
of the previous 17 years. It would allow any person 
lo c.inipaign for Congress as a write-in candidate 
.iiid would exclude service prior to 1993. 

Supporters believe that the proposition would re- 
iinigoraic C’ongress with new blood and would weak¬ 
en the hold of special interests, lobbyists and bureiincra- 
cv on Congress. 

Opponents of Proposition 164 believe it is biased 
against California because it affects only California's 
inenibers of Congress, therefore. California will lose 
clout in Congress. Fhey believe that if we don’t like 
the job incumbents are doing we can vote them out 
of (iffice. 

Proposition 165, headed “Budget, Process, Wel¬ 
fare. Procedural & Substantive Changes,’’ is an in¬ 
itiative constitutional and statutory amendment 
proposed by Gov. Pete Wilson. It would revise the

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In order to discover how 
closely students at Arca¬ 
dia High school are fol¬ 
lowing the presidential 
election campaigns, jour¬ 
nalism student Chris Ra- 
ger made up a poll which 
was distributed through 
classes. According to 
wrtier Anne Hwang, “Us¬ 
ing the poll as well as per¬ 
sonal interviews with stu¬ 
dents, we have compiled 
answers that are as color¬ 
ful and different as each 
presidential candidate 
himself.” 

In a recent issue of the 
“Apache Pow Wow,” the 
student newspaper, Hwang 
wrote that although 68 
percent of those polled 
were Republicans, Bill 
Clinton seems to be the 
favorite for president, 
pulling 79 (48 percent) of 
the 186 polled.

Bush and 
Perot received 33 and 26 
percent support on their 
economic platform, re¬ 
spectively.

“In international affairs, 
however. Bush swept Clin¬ 
ton and Perot away with 
75 percent of the vote ver¬ 
sus Clinton’s 19 percent 
and Perot’s six percent.” 

She concluded her 
article by saying, “Though 
most are not old enough 
to vote in the upcoming 
election, we certainly have 
a lot to say about who’s 
running and what issues 
are important. Let’s hope 
our voice will still be loud 
and clear in 1996.”

Dreier seeks change, reelection
